The 
team  managed  to  complete  two 
improvement  projects  on  two 
houses  that  had  been  previously 
worked  on  by  Habitat  teams. 

Members  of  the  team  sent 
down  to  South  America  this  past

It  was  hard,  physically 
demanding  work,  in  90  degree 
heat  and  90%  humidity.”

Jorge  Avila,  the  concertmaster 
for  the  orchestra  of  St.  Patrick’s 
Cathedral  in  New  York  City  and 
a  Carnegie  Hall  violinist,  will 
present  an  afternoon  concert 
in  the  chapel  of  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  on  Sunday,  Sept.  29, 
at  3:00  PM,  CDT.  He  will  be 
accompanied  by  Gregory  Martin, 
a  distinguished  young  pianist. 

The  concert  is  presented  by  the 
Prairie  Arts  Council  of  Rensselaer 
with  the  assistance  and  support 
of  Saint  Joseph’s  College  and 
the  SJC  Fellows.  There  will  be 
no  charge  for  the  event.  The 
public,  including  children,  will  be 
welcome. 

Avila  made  his  solo  debut  at 
the  Weill  Recital  Hall  of  Carnegie 
Hall  in  2009  and  his  Carnegie 
Hall  concerto  debut  in  January 
2012  with  the  Distinguished 
Concerts  International  New  York 
orchestra.  He  is  accomplished  as 
a  soloist,  recitalist,  and  chamber 
musician.  He  is  widely  sought 
as  a  concertmaster  and  served 
as  concertmaster  at  the  Mass 
celebrated  by  Pope  Benedict  XVI 
at  Yankee  Stadium  in  April  2008. 
Bom  in  Honduras,  he  studied  at 
the  University  of  Georgia  and 
completed  his  Bachelor  of  Music 
at  the  Marines  College  of  Music 
in  New  York  City.  Avila’s  2013 
CD,  “Music  by  Tunno,  Rodrigo, 
and  Granados”  is  available  on  the 
Centaur  Records  label. 

Pianist  Gregory  Martin  has 
been  featured  throughout  the 
United  States,  Europe,  and 
Japan  as  both  a  soloist  and 
chamber  musician  and  has 
been  a  prizewinner  in  various 
international  competitions. 

Recent  performances  have 
included  engagements  at  Carnegie 
Recital  Hall;  collaborations 
with  members  of  the  Chicago, 


Indianapolis,  and  Dresden 
symphonies,  and  the  premieres 
of  unpublished  compositions  by 
Ralph  Vaughan  Williams  and 
Gerald  Finzi.  Martin  studied  at 
Indiana  University,  the  University 
of  Cincinnati,  and  Worcester 
College  of  Oxford  University 
,  and  teaches  at  the  University 
of  Indianapolis  and  DePauw 
University. 

The  program  for  the  afternoon 
will  include  Bach’s  “Concerto  for 
Violin  No  2  in  E  Major,”  Brahms’ 
“Sonata  for  Violin  and  Piano  No 
2  in  A  Major,”  Schubert’s  “Ave 
Maria”  and  other  selections. 

Due  to  reconstruction  of  the  St. 
Joseph’s  Chapel,  primary  access 
to  the  chapel  for  the  concert 
will  be  through  the  west  door  of 
Schwietermann  Hall. 

The  Prairie  Arts  Council 
presents  the  concert  in  celebration 
of  its  20th  anniversary  as  a  prime 


example  of  its  mission  to  enable 
people  in  Jasper  and  Newton 
Counties  and  surrounding  areas 
to  engage  with  various  arts.  The 
concert  is  also  supported  by  the 
SJC  to  encourage  interest  in  and 
support  for  the  chapel  renovation 
project.

Whatever  the 
reason  might  be,  it  could  be 
keeping  you  from  receiving  a 
very  beneficial  award  that  could 
substantially  lower  your  future 
college  debt.

I’m  sure  some  of  you  are 
skeptical  at  the  chance  of  even 
winning  a  scholarship.  For  those 
of  you  I  will  tell  you  this:  the 
inspiration  behind  this  topic 
comes  from  my  recent  personal 
experience.  Since  the  beginning 
of  my  sophomore  year  of  college, 
I  have  filled  out  application  after 
application  and  have  applied  for 
pretty  much  every  scholarship 
I  was  qualified  for.  In  my  free 
time,  I  have  also  written  essays 
and  connected  to  scholarship 
companies  on  Facebook. 

My  expectations  weren’t 
necessarily  high,  but  there  was 
nothing  I  could  lose  from  it,  so

The  sponsor  of  the  scholarship 
I  had  won  was  from  a  newly 
established  and  thriving  company 
called  Youvisit  (who  specializes 
in  virtual  college  campus  tours). 

I  remembered  entering  this 
scholarship  awhile  back  on 
www.youvisit.com,  but  I  was 
completely  shocked  to  hear  that  I 
had  won. 

I  was  so  astonished;  I  actually 
recited  what  the  lady  on  the  other 
end  of  the  phone  had  told  me 
just  to  be  certain.  She  confirmed 
what  I  said  and  congratulated 
me  several  times.  It  was  all  very 
surreal  to  me.  The  fact  that  I  was 
the  winner  of  such  a  generous 
scholarship  astonished  me.  I 


finally  began  to  feel  that  the  time 
I  spent  applying  for  scholarships 
was  very  rewarding.  I  came  to 
find  out  that  the  scholarship  I  had 
won  was  something  that  I  had 
won  by  chance.  There  are  many 
scholarships  out  there  that  are 
available  to  all  of  us.

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Get  The  Gringo:  Great  Gibson

The  movie  industry  is  not 
very  kind  to  those  who  openly 
insult  a  certain  culture  through 
their  performances.  One  example 
is  the  ever-popular  Mel  Gibson, 
who  was  once  an  untouchable 
star,  with  performances  such 
as  The  Patriot  and  Braveheart 
that  sent  him  into  the  spotlight. 
However,  that  all  changed  when 
he  almost  killed  his  career  with 
his  adaptation  of  the  Christian 
Easter  story. 

By  making  The  Passion  of 
the  Christ,  Mel  Gibson  had 
reinforced  a  rumor  that  he  was  an 
anti-Semite,  as  the  movie  clearly 
shows  many  examples  of  the 
Jewish  population  being  a  cruel 
and  evil  people.  Although  Gibson 
would  move  on  to  other  projects, 
a  good  portion  of  his  support 
was  severed  due  to  The  Passion. 
However,  a  few  years  later,  after 
taking  up  his  acting  role  once 
more  in  a  few  new  projects, 
Gibson  is  back  and  in  good  form. 
He  took  on  a  movie  of  his  own 
design  called  Get  The  Gringo, 
which  perfectly  reflects  how  well 
Gibson  is  doing  in  his  career 
despite  his  setbacks  in  the  past. 

It  is  fast-paced,  exciting,  and  has 
you  guessing  at  every  turn. 

The  story  is  not  something  of 
a  miracle  in  writing,  as  you  could 
probably  guess  from  the  title  that 
the  movie  is  centering  on  “The 
Gringo”.  In  short,  an  unnamed 


criminal  has  found  his  way  into 
Mexico  by  breaking  through  a 
border-line  fence  to  evade  US 
custody,  which  only  lands  him 
into  more  trouble. 

The  Mexican  police  come 
onto  the  scene  and  arrest  him 
for  stealing  millions  of  dollars 
from  an  unnamed  source  and 
keep  the  money  for  themselves 
while  throwing  the  criminal  into 
El  Pueblito  prison.  Being  the 
only  US  citizen  in  the  prison,  he 
quickly  becomes  known  as  “The 
Gringo”  and  begins  his  quest  to 
escape  the  prison  and  retrieve 
his  money.  The  story  is  a  decent 
one  at  best,  as  it  is  unique  in  its 
setup  and  execution,  but  it  does 
have  a  few  bumps  in  the  road- 
especially  with  pacing.  In  fact,  the 
only  problem  that  really  hurts  the 
movie  is  that  it  is  hard  to  keep  up 
with  the  plot,  as  a  lot  of  different 
things  happen  at  once  that  lead 
you  to  get  easily  confused  if  you 
aren’t  paying  close  attention. 
However,  it  gets  the  job  done,  and 
is  executed  well  by  the  cast. 

The  best  part  about  this  movie 
does  come  from  its  gritty  feel 
and  tense  interactions  with  the 
characters.  Whenever  something 
very  gruesome  or  intense 
happens,  the  movie  ensures  to 
keep  you  right  there,  feeling  and 
listening  to  the  situations  that 
arise  as  the  movie  progresses. 
When  someone  gets  hurt,  you 
can  almost  feel  their  pain.  When 
the  characters  are  emotional  or  in 


trouble  you  feel  like  you  are  right 
there  with  them-  feeling  that  same 
intensity  and  emotion  that  the 
characters  are  feeling.  The  movie 
immerses  you  into  it,  and  that  is 
what  makes  the  execution  so  well 
done.  You  don’t  just  watch  the 
movie  in  an  order  of  events.  You 
feel  and  hear  everything  happen, 
and  it  leads  to  a  great  experience 
overall. 


However,  each  film  has 
something  to  hold  it  back,  and 
in  this  film  there  is  one  big  flaw. 
The  story,  although  decent  and 
pretty  interesting,  is  somewhat 
predictable  in  how  it  unfolds. 
Once  you  start  to  see  the  main 
character’s  actions  and  his 
motives,  he  becomes  really 
easy  to  predict.  There  are  times 
when  you  are  literally  told  how

something  is  going  to  happen 
in  the  story.  Although  that  may 
seem  quite  minor,  it  does  become 
a  nuisance  to  basically  know  the 
next  mm  of  each  part  while  still 
being  surprised  by  something 
strange  or  out  of  place. 

If  you  can  anticipate  the  path 
of  the  story,  most  of  its  surprises 
will  reveal  themselves.  That  is 
a  definite  issue  coming  towards 
the  end  of  the  film.  For  what  it’s 
worth,  the  movie  does  keep  you 
guessing  for  the  most  part.  If 
you  really  do  get  immersed  with 
the  characters  rather  than  the 
story,  you  won’t  be  disappointed. 

I  would  also  mention  that  the 
movie  didn’t  have  a  theatrical 
release,  which  is  where  the  movie 
would  seem  to  shine  the  best, 
but  that  is  a  very  small  issue  and 
doesn’t  really  hurt  the  movie  too 
much. 

In  conclusion,  Get  The 
Gringo  is  a  fantastic  movie  and  is 
definitely  a  movie  worth  seeing. 
Although  it  may  not  be  the  best  of 
Gibson’s  career,  it  is  probably  the 
best  of  his  performances  in  recent 
years.  It  comes  with  a  good  story, 
great  execution,  and  a  plentiful 
amount  of  characters  that  will 
keep  you  on  the  edge  of  your  seat, 
despite  its  predictability.  It  is  one 
of  the  best  movies  I’ve  seen  in 
2013,  and  it  definitely  makes  me 
more  excited  to  see  Gibson  in  the 
future.

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Rough  Start,  Happy  Ending

An  ominous  start  turned  into 
a  euphoric  ending  for  the  Saint 
Joseph's  College  football  team 
on  Saturday.  The  SJC  running 
game  produced  497  yards  and 
highlighted  a  45-17  victoiy  over 
Alderson  Broaddus  University. 
The  rushing  production  came 
six  yards  shy  of  a  SJC  record, 
but  established  a  high-water 
mark  in  the  Great  Lakes  Valley 
Conference. 

On  the  second  play  of 
the  game,  the  Battlers  (1-2) 
completed  a  74-yard  touchdown 


pass  to  give  ABU  a  quick  lead. 

The  Pumas  (2-1)  marched  down 
the  field  on  their  first  dive,  but 
Billy  VandeMerkt  was  intercepted 
inside  the  ABU  10  yard  line. 

The  Puma  defense  allowed  49 
rushing  yards  on  the  afternoon 
and  stopped  the  Battlers  from 
taking  advantage  of  the  turnover. 
Less  than  six  minutes  into 
the  game  there  had  been  four 
possessions  and  a  7-7  tie  after 
VandeMerkt  found  Julian  Walker 
for  a  13-yard  touchdown.  Walker 
made  five  catches  on  the  day  for 
95  yards. 

The  Battlers  added  a  field  goal 


to  take  a  10-7  edge,  but  it  was 
the  last  lead  they  would  hold.  It 
took  the  Pumas  1:18  to  answer, 
this  time  VandeMerkt  found  Joey 
Bishoff  for  a  1 9-yard  touchdown. 
The  SJC  defense  added  two- 
more  points  to  the  visitors’  side 
of  the  scoreboard  when  ABU 
fumbled  and  recovered  within 
its  own  endzone,  Wilson  Vaughn 
was  tackled  by  Gary  Yeoman  for 
the  safety. 

The  Pumas  continued  to  click 
thereafter,  Braxton  Shelton  ended 
the  ensuing  possession  with  a  1 5- 
yard  touchdown  run  to  give  SJC 
a  21-10  lead.  Gavin  Voss  added  a 


22-yard  field  goal  before  the  end  of 
the  half  to  allow  the  Pumas  to  go 
into  the  locker-room  with  a  24-10 
lead. 

SJC  controlled  the  third  quarter, 
holding  possession  for  over  10 
minutes  in  the  frame.  VandeMerkt 
ran  for  a  14-yard  TD  in  the  third 
to  extend  the  lead  while  Shelton 
rushed  for  his  second  touchdown 
of  the  game  at  the  start  of  the 
fourth  quarter.  James  Wilson  also 
added  a  touchdown  run  in  the 
fourth  to  help  solidify  the  victory. 

Billy  VandeMerkt  finished 
with  141  passing  yards  and  two 
touchdowns.  SJC’s  signal  caller 
also  ran  for  89  yards  and  a  third 
touchdown  on  the  afternoon. 
Braxton  Shelton  rushed  for  142 
yards  and  two  touchdowns. 

Kobi  Cook  made  1 8  carries  for 
121  yards.  Joel  Wimbley  made 
eight  tackles,  a  sack,  and  two 
interceptions  on  the  day.  The 
defense  made  three  picks,  the  third 
coming  from  Romary  Corneille. 

The  Pumas  return  home  to  play 
Trine  University  on  Saturday. 
Kick-off  at  Alumni  Stadium  is 
scheduled  for  1  PM  CST.

The  men  and  women  cross 
country  teams  could  not  have 
imagined  a  better  start  to  the 
season,  placing  seventh  and 
eleventh,  respectively,  in  their 
first  meet.  The  Pumas  executed 
their  race  plan  brilliantly.  In  one 
of  the  hardest  courses  of  the  year 
at  Wisconsin-Parkside  both  teams 
performed  at  a  high  level.  The 
men  had  one  runner,  junior  Logan 
Barrett,  place  in  the  top  10  while 
the  women  had  junior  Andie 
Strang  place  42nd  out  of  200 
runners.  For  competing  in  a  field 
that  included  Division  I  schools 
and  ranked  Division  II  teams,  the 
Pumas  left  Wisconsin  satisfied 
with  their  performance. 

The  men’s  team  placed  four 
runners  in  the  top  50  while 
freshman  Brian  Eurton  finished 
just  outside  the  50th  position.  All 
four  freshmen  on  the  men’s  team 
competed  well,  having  no  prior 
experience  in  running  an  8k.  They 
left  everything  they  had  out  on 
the  course  and  it  showed  in  their 
finishing  times.  “I  am  proud  of 
the  way  the  freshmen  competed. 


Parkside  is  a  tough  course  and 
they  definitely  showed  some  heart 
out  there”  said  Senior  redshirt 
Richard  Kaht.  If  they  get  this 
consistency  and  production  from 
the  freshman  there  is  no  telling 
how  far  the  men’s  team  can  go 
this  season. 

The  women’s  team  does 
not  have  the  luxury  in  depth 
of  runners  the  men  have  but 
have  great  leadership  from  their 
upper  classmen;  they  also  expect 
to  make  a  run  at  regionals  to 
advance  to  nationals.
